■ One of the seven ^^-omcn on the Jury, 
who jiskcd to remain anonymous, said 
1 1 iurors agreed l-ayton was Innocent 
o( conspiracy with one who said she 
was not sure but would have voted 
with Iherest for acquittal. 

On thcchargcot aiding and abclUnR 
the murders, however, the vote was 
seven for guilty, four for innocent and 
one abstention tieforc the mistrial was 
colled.

Local enrollment 
I increases despite 
nationwide trend

TWIN FALI-S -• Area schools, 
with clementury numbers grow- 
ing, seem determined to defy a 
nationwide trend of declining 
cnrolimcnl. 

"With few e.xccplions, Magic 
Valley school districts report a 
trcnd'of enrollment Increases over 
llie past two to three years, 
especially in the elementary 
graSes, It's a trend that goes 
against ihc grain of national fig- 
ures. 

Since ia70. American public 
school enrollment has dropped by 
nlmD.si -1 milllm children. The 
cause is nltribuled to a significant 
decline in Itic birth rate and to a 
relocation of the country's popuki- 
tloni— The -nation's- population- in- 
shlftinglo the South and West. 

According to Don nolllc, execu- 
tive director of the Idaho Educa- 
tion Association, Idaho Is being 
affected by two factors that com- 
liine to put its enrollinenl trend In 
stiarp coiitr;tst to the nation as a 
whole. First, Idaho as a Western 
Mlale is a recipient of the exodus 
from the cities of the Northeast. 

"Student trends follow* popula- 
tion trends," he said. ■'The popula- 
tion of the West and the South Is 
increasing. And tlie rosulling In- 
crease In .student population is 
more true in Idalio and Utah than 
m other Western states." 

Kollic said that Idaho's enroll- 
menl increase is exaggerated by 
-thc-high- birth rates found in the 
rural Western stales. For various 
reasons, the nationwide trend 
toward smaller families did not hit 
itie rural West as it did tlfc rribre 
urbanized states. 

■■We liavc a combination of in- 
creasing population and a pretty 
solid birthrate." ilollie said. 
siimmmK up Ihe one-two punch 
thai IS Iwmg fell by area grade 
si-li(K)ls 

The dilemma Idaho and other 
rural Western stales face, he said. 



is thai while student enrollment 
Increases from kindergarten 
througli college, funds for educa- 
tion arc decreasing on both the 
stale and federal levels, 

Additionally, Che emphasis in 
services and money needs to be 
shifted more toward the grade 
schools, at least temporarily, he 
said. f 

The Buhl School District is a 
case in point. Overall, the district 
has grown from 793 students last 
year to B15 this year, but secondary 
school enrollment dropped by 
seven students. 

"We're declining In the sec- 
ondary, which Is financially hurl- 
ing us," Superintendent Bob Pratt 
said. 

It lakes approximately IG sec- 
ondary students to form a funding 
unil wortti $22,000. bul II lakes 22 
-«lomenlary-sludeHts-lo-Iorm-lliO- 
sameunit.heexplaincd. 

Even though these elementary 
students will reach Ihc secondary 
grades eventually, Prall'sald thai 
there will Im; a lag because there Is 
a small fourth-, fiftli- and Blxth- 
grade group. 

Although ho can't pinpoint 
exactly what is causing the ele- 
mentary enrollment Increase in his 
district. Pratt said ll may Just be a 
period of Increase that occurs 
every 15 to 20 years. 

The situation is repeated In 
Flier, where there has been a 
distrlct-wlde Increase of 70 stu- 
dents. 

"In aboul two years, we should 
start busting at ihe scams." said 
Superintendent Sheldon Kovarsky. 
The problem is obvious in the Filer 
Elementary School, built to ac- 
commodate 500 students. This 
year, there' are CTO students in the 
building. 

"We're kind of mobbed." 
.Kovarsky said.

Reagan's ncv^-est round of bud gel cuts 
will test whether he can get additional 
mileage oul of a Congress where 
many feel they have already gone the 
distance. 

His proposed new reductions for the 
fiscal year that starts this week will 
be welcomed in most consen-alive 
circles, particularly Republican ones. 
onCapiiolllill. 

Consen'ative Kcpublicars have al- 
ready Icdihe flghl to give Reagan t:iS 
billion In spending cuts tor fiscal I9fl2 
and are sharpening their knives 
again. 

But Democrats are accelerating a 
campaign against more budget cuts, 
as they perceive less and less public 
support for the program. And moder- 
ate Republicans from the Northeast 
and Midwest arc saying they can't ro

much further m a program they .see as 
detrimental lo their constllucnis 

Some of those Reputilicans. 
especially in Ihe House, were pushed 
lo the limits of ihcjr party lovally 
when Ihey voted for Reagan's 'tirsl 
package of cuts that hit hard al the 
domestic programs they <iUpporl. 

Althou^ Reagan proposed a 12 
percent across-the-board cut tor most 
agencies Ibis lime, the new S16 biilion 
round of cuts hits heavily at the same 
area. He proposed additional cuts m 
food stamps, welfare, education, fed- 
eral pensions, black lung benefits, 
subsidized housing, Medicaid and 
.Medicare, 



Defense spending, completely un- 
touchi-d Ihe first time, wa.^^ Ihe one 
area where Reagan wcnl easy. 

He proposed a i'l billion in defense 
outlays next year, bul even Re- 
publican leaders arc saying that fig- 
ure is too low If he IS serious about 
holding the federal deficit down. They 
already admit privately thai the De- 
fense Department must share more of 
the burden and they expect that 
Congress will do the job, 

.Most of Ihe proposals probably will 
fare well in Ihe Senate since Re- 
publicans control that chamber. But 
some, such as Ihe plan lo shut down 
the Department of Fnergy, will run 
into resistance even there. 

Senate Knergy Committee 
Chairman James McClurc. R-ldaho. 
has already crillciied the move, say- 
ing it would send the wrong signal to 



foreign nations about American in- 
tent ions to solve Us energy problem , 

And Sen. Robert Stafford, R Vl.. an 
key, member of Ihe Senate Labor and 
Human 'Resources Commitlee, op- 
poses further cuts in education pro- 
grams, which would t>e shifted around 
and cutback under Reagan's plan to 
dismantle the Education Depart menl. 

The new cuts will face a much 
harder time in Ihe House, where 
Democrats still hold a majority and 
are beginning to feel the tide is 
turnmg after Reagan's big budget 
victories this spring and summer. 

Speaker Thomas O'Neill, D-Mass,. 
says people are beginning lo un- 
derstand what the budget cuts mean. 
He said said people sllii like Reagan, 
■'but they're not buying his program. ■■ 

Reagan has been pushing Congress 
to make budget cuts for seven months 
— since shoiily after he look office — 



and Deinocralic leaders in bolli House 
and Senate figure he can only push so 
much further. 

The new plans can be expected lo 
come under persistent fire from 
Deinocrals, who seem better pre- 
pare<l for Ihe fight this lime and who 
certainly no longer underestimate 
Reagan. 

The cul.s ajII likely be reshaped to 
reflect a deeper defense cut and 
smaller reductions in some domestic 
programs. And Ihey may take longer 
lo enact Ihis time, since Reagan 
probably will have to use several 
legislative vehicles rather than one 
big bill this lime. 

Just how many of the euls Reagan 
gels will depend on his ability to 
appeal lo consen'ative Democrats 
once more and to push moderate 
Republicans the extra mile.

V'\SHINGTON (UPl) - The Jualice Dcparimenf's 
chief civil rights officer says busing is not a viable 
solution to school segregation, and he will seek other 
ways to solve it. 

William Bradford Reynolds, assistant attorney 
general for civil rights, said the administration Is 
committed to enforcing the nation's civil rl^ts laws 
but no longer viil\ look to mandatory busing as a way 
to solve school segregation. 
— 'JUdon't-thini! buslng-is- a-vlable remedy," 
Reynolds, two months in his new post, told United 
Press International in an Interview. "1 think It's been 
shown that the remedy of busing has had little 
relationship to Uie educational achievement of 
■ children." 

Reynolds said the adminl&trslion will seek other 
solutions, Including magnet schools that attract 
students to programs on a voluntary- basis, and plans 
to "enhance educational opportunities at UiMe 
schools hat arc inferior."

Yugoslav jetliner hijacked 

ATHENS-tUPD-- A Yugoslav Alrllnes Boeing 727 
Jetliner carrying 101 people was hijacked to Athens 
early Sunday and then took off for Tel Aviv after 
refueling, an Athens airport spokesman said. . 

The spokesman said the aircraft flying from 
Belgrade to Dubrovnik and Tltograd on a domestic 
flight landed in Athens at 2:14 a.m. {5:M p.m. MDTi 
and left again at 3.31 a.m. (6:31 p.m.MDT). 

The plane was hijacked Just after it took off from 
Dubrovnik on theAdrtatic Sea. he said. 

During the 45 minutes the Jetliner was on the ground 
In Athens, the three or four hijackers refused to use 
the plane's Intercom and the refueling took place in 
silence with the men aboard making gestures to the 
ground crew, a Yugoslav Airlines ( JAT) official said. 

The plane told the control tower after takeoff that it 
was bound for-Tel Aviv, tbe airport sp^esman said. 

"Athens control lower al firsl refused permission lo 
the pilot to land but gave in when he said the aircraft 
was running out of fuel." the spokesman said.

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U.S. will bar any Irariian

He added thai it was 
"not clear" when iJie delegation 
would arrive. 

The decision lo postpone the delega- 
tion's arrival in New Vorlt caine after 
a note (rom Washlnglon was trans- 
milted [0 itic Iranian foreigrt ministry 
saying anyone involved In the hoslage 
seizure would be barred from the 
United Stales/ Ihc official said. He 
asked tliot his name nol be mentioned. 

But he said the Iranian delegation 
was not delayed as a result of the 
Amencan nolc, although he said he 
did not know ihe reason (or the delay. 
— i'Tomorrow^lhc_of flcial said, '/we 
will know v/hpl was the main reason." 

The Stale Department in 



Washington issued a statment earlier 
In the day saying one member ot the 
Iranian delegation had Joined In the 
seizure of the U,S. Embassy in Tehran 
In November 1979 and in holding 52 
American hostages for 14 months. 

■ "We have received a partial list of 
tiie Iranian delegation to the United 

. Nations GencrpLAssembly which in- 
cludes the name ot an official who' 
would not be admissable," said State 
Department spokesman Rush Taylor 
Jr. 

"We have made 11 clear to the 
Iranian authorities Ihat Iranian of- 
ficials who participated In the seizure 
of Ihe U.S. Embassy or In the holding 
of our hostages would not be 
permitted lo en[cr the Unlled Slates 
for any purpose." ' 

The Iranian official at the U,N, said" 
the new IranlanUclegation was to join 
members of the current Iranian 
mission al the U.N. In committee 
work during the term of the current 
General Assembly session.

Apostle: Woman's job is at home 



SALT LAKE CITY (UPl) - 
.Mormon Aposllc Ezra Taft Benson 
lold a meellng of women church 
leaders Saturday night their most 
important job is to remain al home, 
leaclling Iheir children the principles 
of the gospel. 

Bcnsofl, who is next in line histor- 
ically lo become president of the s 
million member Mormon Church, 
said women' were "elected by' god to 
be wives and mothers." lie said 
women's salvation requires 
"faithfulness lo that calling." 

He was Ihc keynote speaker al the 
semi-annual general conference of the 
fHormon Churcli's Relief Society - an 
auxiliary tor ils female members. 

Benson told Itclict Sociciv leaders 
that many prajjle maintain some 
women are bcllcr suited tor careers 
outside otitic home. 

He said. "Tlicse individuals spread 
their discontent by itic propananda 
•that there are more exciting and 
self-fulfilirpl^' roles for women than 



homcmaklng. 'Some even sqggest lhat 
Ihc church move away from Ihe 
Mormon woman stereotype of 
-homemaking and rearing children. 
They also say it is wise to limit your 
family so you can have more time for 
personal goals ond sclf-f ul til I mcnt . ' ' 

But he ciafmccf, "It is a fun- 
damental truth lhat the re- 
sponsibilities ot motherhood cannot 
be successfully delegated. No, not to 
day care centers, not lo schools, nol to 
nurseries, not tobabysilters." 

Benson said some women must 
work to help with tlielr family's fi- 
nances, and some are widowed or 
divorced, while others have nol had 
an opportunity for marriage or 
motherhood. 

But he said Uiose women who leave 
their homes seeking only self- 
fuifillmcnl "sow the seeds ot divorce. 
The problems of children begin when 
mother works oulsidc the homo. You 
Women should carefully count the cost 
before you decide to sliarc Ihc 



breadwlnnlng responsibilities wiiii 
yourhusbands. Children need more ol 
mother than of money." 

"Make lime to tench your children 
the gospel when tliey are young," ]k 
said. "II may be that you will need to 
renounce the world and devote about 
20 years of Uie prtme of life in hopes to 
save llie souls of yourchlidrcn."' 

And he urged wives ^to) "support, 
encourage and slreniftfien" their 
husbands, "You are' partners. A 
woman's role in a man's life is to lilt 
him. lo help him uphold lofty stan- 
dards, and to prepare through 
rigliteous living to be his queen tor all 
oternily," 

And Barbara Smith, president of 
Ihe women's organiiation. airged the 
leaders to "helpfully, willingly and 
tiappily reach out lo others in their 
times of need," 

"Our major concern is lo reach out . 
to each young woman as she assumes 
the vital work of her life ," Mrs, 
Smith said.

The Sauds 
still much 
in power 

RIYADH. Saudi Arabia tUPI) - 
There fs only one country in the world 
that bears the name of the family that 
rules It: Saudi Arabia. And the family 
is called Saud. 

The sons of its founder. King Abdul 
Aziz bin Abdul Rahman al-Saud. now 
hold power In a nation far different 
fromthe one their father established _ 
50 years ago. 

But the changes that have come to 
^ Saudi Arabia are recent, spawned in 
the wake of the oil price explosion 
eight years ago. 

While the pace of development has 
been frantic, there has been no 
perceptible change In the philosophy 
and style of leadership of the handful 
of men who run one of the world's 
wealthiest nations. 

Their rcluctonce'to deviate from 
traditions and the dictates of the 
Koran has been both a benefit and a 
handicap lo them In their leadership. 

There Is no form of popji^lor rcp re- 
~^sontatl(Jn"In"thc kihgdom. bul King 
Khalcd still adheres to the 
centurlcs-old tradition of the Majlis 
(parliament) which requires htm to 
open his doors to any Saudi who has a 
grievancetodiscuss with him. 

"It still performs a' function and 
people do get answers," a long-time 
Western resident of the kingdom said. 
"But the problems are getting more 
complex and the lime Is coming when 
the answers mighl just not be there.*' 

The king, elderly and in poor health, 
is more of a ficurehcad in the present 
Saudi power structure. 

Following the November 1979 siege 
of the Grand Mosque in Mecca. Crown 
FTlricc Fahd, Ihe man who really runs 
Saudi Arabia, announced plans for Ihc 
formation of a Consultative ilssembly 
to provide a way for popular senli- 
ment to be formally channeled lo the 
corridors of power. 

Nearly two years later there is no 
sign of the assembly, 

■i Ihink one of the major problems 
is how to square Ihe idea of a quasi- 
parllamcnlary body with Ihe Koran." 
a Western diplomat said. "They don't 
know how to face the concept of Ihe 
kmg sharing his power." 

The concept of such an assembly is 
not wilhoul precedent. A similar body 
called ttie Majlis al-Shura was formed 
by (he Influential residents of llijaz in 
193C, prior lo Ihe unification of mod- 
em Saudi Arabia. 

There is also a study underuay lo 
carry out a reform ol provincial 
government, aimed at rationalizing 
local government. 

But both plans, while potential steps 
toward'democracy. do nol herald any 
important chJinne in S.iudi Arabia.

For example, toth Sasser and 
Metzenbaum, face announced 
challenges by two of the most out- 
spoken conservative Republicans 
serving In Congress: Rep, Robin 
Beard In Tennessee and Rep, John 
Ashbrook In Ohio. But on Soclal Sccu- 
rity. both Beard and Ashbrook arc 
backpcdaling quickly from Reagan's 
proposed Social Securily reductions. 
They flatly oppose any culs in 
benefits, say spokesmen for both 
candidates. 

While the politicians play politics 
with Social Security, Ihe economic 
-experts keep changing their forecasts 
about the health of the system. This 
issue Is difftcull lo figure because 
Social Securily solvency depends on 
so many economic and demographic 
factors: fertllily and mortality rates, 
immigration, relirement trends. In- 
cidence of disability, family composi- 
tion, labor force participation, infla- 
tion, earnings levels and unemploy- 
mcnl.- 

Ordinary economic cycles, for 
example, could leave Social Securily 
reserves at ihe end o( 1990 as high as 
$12a.7 billion, or as low as tlB.5 billion, 
according to a Senate analysis of 
these factors. 

In 1977. Congress enacled a phased 



series of Increases In payroll taxes: 
that was Intended to keep Social I 
Securily fiscally sound well Into the I 
next century. But now beneficiaries ' 
are being warned that Ihclr funds '< 
could run out as early as 1982. (Securl- > 
ty Commissioner Jack Svahn warns ' 
that checks could start coming laic :

mechanical breakdowns In antiquated ' 
processing machinery. ) 

The most recent studies by the; 
Congressional Budget Office and the' 
Social Security Admlnlslrallon say' 
Social Security can scrape by for the '■ 
rest of the decade, however. If the; 
depleted Old Age and Survivors In-: 
surance fund Is permltled to borrow , 
from the iwo better-financed funds! 
-whlch-furnlsh-dlsablUty-and-heaUh- 
Insurancc - provided ihe bottom 1 
doesn't fall out of the economy en- ' 
tircly. 

Since Inlerfund borrowing has been , 
proposed by both the Reagan cd- 
mlnistralion and congressional Dem- ! 
ocrats. it seems the most likely ; 
short-term solution to the Issue, one ; 
requiring no cuts in benefits.

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Southwest crisis: Th^ water is^ running out

Spanish explorers who crossed the 
Texas High Plains more than 400 
years ago IhouRht the "Llano 
Eslacado" — the slaked plain — wns 
uninliabilablc, largely because it held 
Ulllesurlacewater. 

Today, 22 percent of the nation's 
collon,' "25 percent of the Rrain 
sorgum. two percent of Ihe corn and 
15 percent of the fed calltc are pro- 
duced In the region. 

AMhough (he explorers did not know 
il al llic time, Ilie plains hod every- 
' thing it needed to flourish sFiricultur- 
ally — flat land, fertile soil, a long 
growing season — and water, thougti 
that water could not Ik seen, 

Underlying most of the Texas High 
Plains and parts of seven other states 
is the giant Ogallala Aquifer. The 
deep pool, about the size of California, 
stretches northward from the Pecos 
river valley to the southern edge of 
—Soulit Dakota ■ ■ ■ 

It was t)clicvcd to be the larRcsl 
reservoir of underground water in (he 
world. And white the Spaniards 
"staked" the ground to find Ihelr way, 
plains fiinncrs st.iked their future on 
the water. 

[iut the Ogallala - responsible for 
mucti o( the area's bounty (or Ihe last 
:is years — is runnlrif! dry. 
' Kxperts Interviewed sec it as the 
nation's most critical water problem. 
But they cite slowly developing water 
shortages coasl-to-coast for which 
there arc similar prospective short 
term rcninttcs. UhtmaicJy, they say 
there will be crises requiring 
tradcotrs such as agriculture for in- 
dustry or even iMth for drinking 
water. 

When the Ogallala was formed 
millions of years ago. it began storing 
water that seeped down from the 
surface, eventually collecting about 
500 million acre feet, ^hat level re- 
mained relatively unchanged until the . 
end of World War 11. when recovery of 
the water began in earnest. 

"Water supplies don't go over 
night." says Dr. Charles Wendl of the 
Texas A&M agriculture experiment 
station in LublK)ck.,"IJut there is no 
question Ihe area will run out of 
water." 

Said Dr. Jerry Quiscnberry. also of 
the experiment station, "In some 
areas. It took just one generation to go 
througti ihcwater." 
Experts say ■to or 50 years will pass 

_l>cfore Texas' section of tlie Ogallala 
iscbmplelcly tapped out. Bui definite 
dro p s in the a i|uifer's Icv.eL h a ve. 
already been recorded. Wells in some 
areas have gone dry. In the 35 years 
since mining began, about IGO million 
acre feet has been used. 

Experts predict lhat by Ihe ye.ir 
WOO. the aquifer will be down to m 
million acre feel of water from its 
orginal 500 million. About six million 
acre feel is pumped out annually, with 
natural recharge replacmgonly about 
1B5.000 acre feet per year. 

The name of the game now, ac- 
cordinf> to Wendl and Quiscnberry, Is 
water conservation and smart farm- 

Jng^Wcndt .says_il_is _a . matter_of 
adjustment and adaptation. At somc^ 
point In the future, he says. Uie'enlirc 
area will have to do without irrigation 
water.

Colorado Region, which includes most 
of Arizona, western New Mexico, and 
southwestern Utah, Is mostly com- 
mitted to present ase with little or no 
supplies left' for population'cxpansioh 
or industrial dcvclopmeni. 

Unlike the iligt) Plains,- water to 
these regions is supplied by a surface 
source — the Colorado river, de- 
scribed by the U.S. Water Resources 
Council as "'one of the more water 
doficionl river syBtems in the nalion.'- 
Ixnke said tlial even in the Upper 
Colorado region, which has some 
ground water, land is being bouglit for 
future water rights t)y energ>' and 
other Industrial concerns. 

"Generally spe.iking, Ihrougliout 
the West, demands from indusip'. 
recreation and general consumption 
have the water cammittcd.'* he said. 

The Coasts 

In the Great Basin region of Nevada 
and northwest Utah, the available 
water supply is not sufficent to meet 
tlie area's needs. According lo the 
WHC, surface water resources are 
— poorK^distnhutcd-and-thcTTcharge^ 
rales' for groundwater arc tow. caus- 
ing storage depletions in (lie central 
parts of the region. In several areas. 
Ihe lack of water Is impeding econom- 
ic dcvclopmeni. 

In California, water supplies are 
poorly distributed. Tliere are areas of 
surplus in the north. Bui ihc grcalesi 
demand comes from tlic central and 
southern portions. While the large.sl 
demand for irrigation occurs m 
summer, peak supplies occur in 
winter. 

In the eastern sections ul Ihe 
country-, -water supplies- arr-rc-- 
pienishcd t hrough ramfall-more-thnn- 

In the West . But Umke said dr\' cycles 
do occur. 

"Some additional water supply ca- 
pabilities need to be developed i in the 
East I," he said. "The shortages and 
potential stiortages are widespread 
and there will be more witli popula- 
tion expansion and development."

In the early I'JOUs. before ground 
water was used extensively lor ir- 
rigafatiun. dry land agriculture was 
ijuile profitable. It slill is. smce the 
aquifer does not underly all Ihe lll^l 
Plains. But the dr\' land economy dial 
developed before World War II 
became a wel land economy wticn 
water mining began. 

Energy w;is cheap in 1!H5. It re- 
,mained so for over a quarter ceiilurv'. 
The combination of low cost cnerg>' 
and plentiful supplies of underground 
water caused an agricullural tx;oin

WASHINGTON - The solar syslcm Is nol the place il 
seemed when IheSpace A(!e bcRan. 

Defore Sputnik, so little was known about the sun and its 
-planets that almost anyttilnRseemeil possible - lush 
fpresls on cloud-shrouded Venus, canals on Mors and ever 
life itsell somewhere. . , 

Thesunsecmedaquicl,evendullstar: Mercury was -. 
but a while blur to even the most powerful lolcscope; 
astronomers arputd whether the moon's craters were 
formed by volcanoes or meteorite Impacts; Jupiter's red 
spot mystified scientists; and Saturn relRned as the lone 
_ ringedplonet. 

'■Apart from the moon, it was pretty much sheer 
speculation what the planets were like," says ClatK_, 
Chapman of the Planetary Science Institute in Tticson,' 
Ariz, "Wodidn't know how old they were, whethi^rthey 
were Reolofiically active or dead, or the composillfln of 
their atmospheres." 

But in the span of asinglc generation, we have learned 
more about thesolarsystem than in all previous 
generations. 

. Scientists now think It unlikely that life exists anywhere 
in the solar system except Earth. Their space studies 
have revealed a violent and variahlcsun, planets and 
moons with some characteristics as bizarre as science 
fiction, and interplanetary space flooded bv charged • 
particles. 

Cosmotogists now can offer detailed theories on Ihc 
birth of the solar system. And scientists have gained 
Insights into Earth's early history, the origin o( life and 
the workings of Earth's atmosphere. 
-- -i'Thcrc Is a primal urge to find out about what is cut 
there, and It has been satisfied tosomeottenl by all this," 
say.') Andrew Ingersoll of thoCalifornialnstituleof - 
Technology.. 

The Space Ago began wiih the Soviet Union'sOct. •), 
1<J37, launch of Sputnik t, a tiny sphere whose radio beeps 
were heard around the world. 

The United Stales responded vigorously with manned 
and unmanned craft to bolster national prestige, study 
Earth and its space environment, visit the moon, explore 
the planets, and unlock the mysteries 6( the cosmos 
, beyond. 

Almost every year since 1962. when the first U.S. 
mission to another planet (lew past Venus, the nalion has 
been IrealflltQTiwesome discoveries from somedlslant " 
body. 

But the U.S. space program is in transition. Mosi of the 
National Aeronautics and Space Admlnistralion's budget 
has gone to the space shuttle over the p;ist decade, and 
planetary exploration has now all but hnlii-ti. 

Voyager li, which swept past S.ilurn In August. Is the 
lone U.S. spacccrafl flying lo another planet. Il will re;ich 
Uranus In I W and Neptune in I9H9. Congress has 
approved only one other planetary flight - Galilw, 
scheduled for a launch to Jupiter, thai wjII send .i 
'probe deep Into the gai.glanLpliinclls.-Tnio-'iphcre 

So this is a discouraging lime for manv space scfeniisl-;. 
But the lull also gives them a chance to assess Hhal Uicy 
have learned during the Space Age. 

By any accounting, it has boon an incredible 24 years. 

"We have gotten a picture o( Earth In this great 
spectrum of planetary bodies," says Harold Mazursklof 
the U.S. Geological Survey. "Wc can see the similarities 
of Karlh toolhcrbodjcs and ils uniqueness. The things 
unique are liquid waler and life." - 

The Space Ago proved disappointing for Ihosc wlio 
hoped for life elsewhere in the solarsystctn. Life, il 
appi-ars, is more dependent on licjuld water than 
previously thought . The moon is lifeless. The surfaces of 
Mercury and Venus are hot cnougll to molt lead, and the 
Iciniieraturcof.Saiurn'sTitan, the only moon knownlo 
have n thick atmosphere, Is :i5G degrees below zero 
Kahrenheil. 

.Mars always seemed Uie most likely of our neighbors to 
harborvxtratcrrestrial life. But the two Viklngcraft thai 
landed on Its ironTirh surface in 1978 detected no organic 
material at all. Organic icarbon-contalning) compounds 
are Ihe basis for all known life. Mars' thin atmosphere 
contains carbon dioxide, and experts had expected at 
Iqaist traces of carbon from it and from fallen meteorites. 

-Viklngdid not ruleout lolallythopossibililyof lifeon 
tfic red planet "As scientists, we have to say that Ihcre is 
n'vpry outside chance there may Iv life on Mars," says 
Harold P Klein, director of life scicricos at -N'.VSA's Amcs 
Ite.search Center in Mountain View, Calif, 

"Hut the Viking findings make some of us ask if il is as 
snnple lo go from carbon dioxide to organic compounds as 
we used to think. Here ne have a case where wchavc 
reason lo t>flieve organic materials may be formed today, 
and ycl something destroys them." 

No tifo, perhap.s, but space exploration did (md Ihings lo 
bogRk'tl)emind. 

The first major .space discovery came nol from the 
early Sovicl fliglits. bul from the first U,S, .salcllilc. 
Explorer 1, launched on Jan. 31, lOjfi. 

K,\plorer I sent t)ack data lhal baffled scicnlisLs until 
physicist James Van Allen and his team came upuithlhe 
answer. The signals came from a n-gion of trapped 
higJi-energ.v chargi-d particles, which became famous as 
thcVanAllcn radial ion bell.

Years laier, flights found even more intense radial mn 
fields at Jupiter and Saturn. Temperatures in Jupiter's 
txilts reacti more than 5 million degrees Fahrchcil. 
making that the holiest place In'TIic'solar system ouisidc' 
the sun. 

The sun proved a far more complicated and fascinating 
body than envisioned Inprc-spacc exploration days. 
There was. for example, the issue of where Ibe sun's 
atmosphere ended, 

"There was very Indirect evidence, which was not 
universally accepted, that the sun's atmosphere extended 
throughout th&f>ifmeUry system and that this Influenced 
the Immediate environment of the planets," Ness says. 

Spacecraft soon proved tiiat, and far more. The sun, 
once throught quite stable, emerged as a violent place 
rocked by massive eruptions, strong miiRoetlc acllvily 
nnd a constant loss of material lo space. 

Several space missions in the early isws led to the 
discovery of Ihewlar wind, a constant streamof charged 
particles spewed out by the sun In all direjtionsarJ 
dragging the sun's magnetic field with Ihenii 

Before that, scientists had regarded the sun's corona - 
its atmosphere, seen so dearly during a lolal solar eclipsi- 
- as the normal limits of the sun's mfluenee The corona 
was thought of as a static cloud of gas tti^il gradually 
faded out Into interplanetary space 

But the solar wind pn]vcd to be fast movinj; and 
far-reaching. That bubble of gas - apparently 
streamlined to a teardrop shape by the movement of the 
solar system through the Inlcrstellar gas of our galaxy — 
travels at 1 million mph. Scientists now estimate it may 
extend as far as 9,3 billion miles Into space. 

Data from Pioneer 10. now nearly 2.5 billion miles from 
the sun on its Journey out of the solar system, suggest the 
solar wind bubble expands and contracts over an 1 l-year 
cycle that follows the periodic rise and fall of suns pots and 
liic violent {lana assoctalcd with Itiem. Ttie solar Mind- - 
cycle apparently results from Shockwaves sent out by 
solar flares. 

Spacecraft allowed researchers to look at the sun in 
wavelengths that are blocked by Karth's atmosphere - 
gamma rays. X-raj-s aod many ultraviolet rays Since the 
hottest and most active areas of the sun shine primarily in 
Ihesc wavelengths, the ability to observe them has yielded 
somestrikingtindlngs, 



"The wliole struclurcMif theouler atmospliere of the 
sun, from the corona dow n lolheKurlacL', was nol really 
known before the Space Ago," says solar ast ronomer Piric 
Chipman of NASA. "Now we can see etnissioiw from all 
the layers of Iho sun's atmosphere, and how eiiergv 
intcractii^' 

That has given informaliononhowlcmperalurcs 
inc^eaw'^lpward from the surlaee, andthc way Hares 
erupt and spew llielr charged particles out todisrupl 
some radio transmissions on Knrth.producelheNorlhfrn 
liglils, and occasionally cau.se power blackouts Flare 
temperatures may reach 54 million degrees Falirenlieii. 

"Uur whole understanding of solar flares has bwn 
rcvolutionimi," Chlpman says. "It is only by means of 
.space that we can sludyhowthe sun's magnetic fields 
atcelerale (flare) particles." 
Space studies have revealed that the sun's mafinciic fields 
largely control the structure and behavior o/ Ihc .sun's 
upper atmosphere. They spawn flares; Ihev trap and 
accelerate charged particles, and they form 1)k> boundarv 
of the solar wind bubble. Indeed, all the planolsappear to 
bv enca.sed inside the sun's most distant magnetic field 
lines 

.Magnetism was hut one common phcnotneiwn found in 
the solar system. Others include meteoriti: bombardmenl. 
volcanism, atmospheric evolution and weather and 
climate, 

The U.S. moon program, mcludmgsix manned 
landings, found most of the moon's craters resulted from 
meteorite impacts. Mars. Mercury and the solid mTOnsiif 
Jupiter and Saturn also reveaWI surfaces scarred bv 



giant blocks of ancient space debris. 

Althougti volcanoes are widespread on Farlh.-lhclr 
existence elsewhere remained unknown until the advent 
of planetary exploration. The huge basins tlial form the 
darker areas of "ihe man in the moon" were found to be • 
copied lava oceans more thana billion years old. Mars 
sliows signs of more recent volcanism, pcrhapl; no more- 
than I l)iliion years ago. 

But the most surprising were the volcanoes of lo. one of 
the ntajor moons of Jupiter. Voyager 1 photographed 
seven volcanoes on lo erupling,at once, ejecting wliat 
nppoareii to be giant plumes of molten sulfur. They are 
Hie only active volcanoes known nnywhero but on Earth 

Unlike Earth, whose imernal rock is made;noltenby ' 
radioactive decay, lo's heat source appears tobe lidal 
friction, set up by Ihe competing gravilatlonafpulls of 
Jupiter and two other moons as loorbits the giant planet. 
Another heat source may be the :( million ampere 
electrical current found flowing between lo and Jupiter's 
cloud tops. 

Ttie gravitational tidal cffeclson lo were totally 
unexpected, and has opened new speculation about the' 
early efinsof thesolarsystem. 

"Qravily can be a very important energy source for 
geological processes that shape the surface of a moon or 
planet," says NASA astronomer Stephen P. Maran. 
co-editor of the.forlticotiilngNASA book "A Meetlngwllh- 
tlie Universe." ■ 

"In ttie early solar system, Ihe planets almost certainly , 
didn.'t have their present orbits. In their original orbits, 
iliey interacted. They may have raised huge gravitational 
tides inside each oilier. That may have provided energy 
for geological processes, like volcanism, that may have ■ 
persisted for millionsor billions of years afterwards." 

Space- and ground-bnscdstudioshavo convinced many 

astr onome rs that planets m ay bo more common around 

stars- andrihgsmorecominbharoundplanols-than ' 
previously thouglit. 

Ast ronomcrs aboard a tclescope-eciulpped Jet 
discovered rings around Uranus in 1977 and Voyager i 
found a small ring around Jupiter, "itings and planets 
must be a common phenomenon, rather than a rare 
tiling." Maran says. "We suspect we may find a ring at 
Neptune, and at least one astronomer thinks the Earth 
may have had a ring at some time." 

Astronomers knew a numtwr of planets besides Earth 
hiid atmospheres. But only after spacecraft had flown 
past or landed on planets and tnoons could their 
compcslllons Ixi accurately determined and some 
understanding of thcirhistory gained. 

The atmospheres of Mercury and llie moon are almost 
loo thin to measure. Those o( Mars and Venus arecarbon 
dioxide-rich, but Mars' is a scant 1 percent of the density 
of Earth's, white Ihe atmosphere of Venus is lOO times 
denser than Earth's. , 

Venus and Jupiter, as well as Uranus and Neptune, are 
giant gas balls of mostly hydrogen and helium 
surrounding small, rocky cores, And frozen Titan Is 
wrapped In a largely nitrogen atmosphere, whose 
chemiciil/eactlons with methane produce at least nine 
organici-oiTiiKiunds 

The (;aseoiis planets hold llieir oriRlnal atmospheres 
from Ihe hlrlh of the w)lar .system. The atmo.sphcrcs of the 

, rocky jilanets closerio the sun - Mercury. Venus. Enrlh 

and Mars - have developed from ga.ses escaping from 
'heir Inleriors.

But now, ba.sed on space studies and laboratory 
experiments, some scientists are questioning whether the 
inner planets posses.sed and then lost "original" 
atmospheres. 

Like Earth, the atmospheres of the planots have 
wcniher, -Mars is periodically lashed by global winds and 
enormous sand storms Powerful jetstreams and giant 
storm systems give Jupiter and Venus their banded 
oppoarflnee. and Jupiter's giant red spot was formed by ' 
what on Earth would be a perpetual hurricane, 

As atmosphere specialists study data from planetary 
missions, they are gommg insights Into the workings of 
l*'arlli"(, alinospliere aiul jMTliiips its history, 

"Kvery little clue helps." says Cal Tech's lngcrsol."We 
all liave mon.' confidence in our models because of our 
experience.

Evidence is mounllng ihat Ihe birth 
of agriculture look place In Africa 
8,000 years before plants were 
dDincslIcatcd in ,ltiG Middle East, 
which has Ion;; been regarded as the 
cradlc-ol-dvliizntion, according to 
recent arcliacological studies in 
Egypt. 

Dr. Fred Wendorf, professor of 
pre-hislory at Southern Methodist 
University. Dallas, told UPI that a 
large number of grains and spilielcts 
of barley were recovered from two 
different arid sites along the Nile near 
Aswan In SoQlhern Egypt on an 
expedition early this year. 

All the grain proved to be barley, he 
disclosed for the first time. It was 
preserved, he said. t}ccause It was 
charred, possibly In a cooking pro- 
cess. The radiocarbon dales for the 
archaeological sites at Wadi Kub- 
bantya range from 17.000 lo i8,;too 
years ago. placing them in the Lale 
Paleolithic period. 

The Wadi Kubbaniya sites and four 
others 'nearby are far outside the 
known range of wild barley and wheat 
and tt is doubtful that such cereals 
could "have -grown -In tbD'dlfflcuir 
habitat of a Nile wadi without 
seasonal planting, which would in- 
dicate "human inler\'enllon." Wen- 
dorfsald.

When Ilieir alarms ring each 
weekday. lOO million American 
worltcrs routinely answer itie un- 
welcome tall, draf; themselves from 
bed, and prepare for eiphl fiours o\ 
purposeful acliylty - activity that 
seems so natural that few workers 
bother to analyze il. 

Working seems simply lo be, a 
necessary part or life, much like 
bornlnf! and dyinR, eating and-slocp- 
Ing. It all seems so natural: You 
spend the first five years of your life 
In play, the next IS or so in lonnal 
SCheolinR, all in preparalian for ^f) 
years of working, (or which you arc 
rewarded (if you are fortunatcl wiDi 
10 to 15 henllliy years of ret iremcnt . 

Even the kinil of work you do might 
appear pari of llie natural order of 
thlnf^. Historically, middle-elaiu sons 
went to coltcRc 'and pursued pro- 
fessional or managerial careers, 
whffc (ficfr sisters stayed liomc and 
reared children, or worked us 
secretaries or teachers. 

Working-class sons and daughters 
followed their parents Into factories 
or onto farms and construction silc»i. 
Ami Hie children of the poor? They, 
too. were always with us, poor (and, 
often, unemploved) like Iliclr parents.

American worker;* may not know 
wiial Ihcy want from \^urk or lllc. I)Ul 
I hey ari' lIlmt al>t)Ul what Iticy do not 
want. TtiL'v dcn't want to firl con- 
slraincd liy Ir^nlilion. by llic absence 
ot aitcmaiivcs, or by timlt.niions on 
their exercise oltfplions. 

Consider .somi.- of Cie mnny ways 
Americans arc aUcmpting to exercise 
choice M work (irealcr nuink-rs are 
workinR par'-lirne. ficxiime, or at 
home m their spare lime Instead of 
slaying in one job. many Americans 
are changing Jobs m mtd-career. and 
many more are punctuating work 
with periods of formal education.

Women are dcmandinR

Diversity of Workers 

Kverywlicre there is change and 
flux in the world oI work. Such a 
revolution is difficult lo fathom, for il 
belies generalization and eludes the 
categorization with which social sci- 
enlisl.i allempt Id make sense of 
social change. 

IndL-ed. after 30 years of trying lo 
develop a single theory to explain tlio 
values, needs, and motivations of 
workers, social Scignttsts in the late 
1970s admitted that what Is important 
to understand about American 
workers is Ilieir diversity. 



There arc many reasons why people 
work, many reumrds they derive from 
working, and many sources of dls- 

conlcnt. 

Wc can no longer agree with llic 
ancient tJreeks that work Is unfil for 
tree men and women, or with the 
Hebrews who saw work as Adam's 
curse -or with -lather who saw uork 
as the best way of serving God, or, 
with Marx who thought thai workers 
would find Utopia In work once they 
were freed from, capitalistic 
"exploitation." 

No, many Americans have now 
coricludwl thai when |liealarmROunds_ 
in" ilic tnorrimg, each of us answers it 
(or falls lo answer it) for a unitiuc 
comhinalion of rcasonR. 

Reasons for Working 

We work for etonomlc reasons: the 
piwr lo pny lor the bare necessities of 
life, most Americans lo pay their 
miirlgages and lo buy things lor their 
kids, and Ihc truly affluent to pay for 
lape decks, mineral water, and' the 
lltilcluxurlcsofllfcaswcU! - 

And some people - ."iurli as ama- 
teur bul skilled pamlcrs. playwrigJils, 
and artisans - lake paid jobs Id allow 
them to pursue their real vocations m 
Iheir "leisure" time. 

U'e work lor .social reasons. For 
most vVmerieans, work is where we 
make friends. In a world where 
extendi>d families, ncigliborhoods, 
and churches are diminishing soun'es 



losocializing with Iheir coworkers. 

We work lor psychological reasons. 
Workers often lake their idcnlilics 
from jobs, saying. "1 am a carpen- 
ter," or, "I am a nurse." Many derive 
sallsfacllon and self-cslccm from 
Iheir work, particularly if il has some 
elements of creativity or autonomy. ' 

Some people seek only securily 
from work, while others seek self- 
realization. Some live for their fami- 
lies and use work only lo support their 
spouses and children, while others use 
work lo escape Irom unpleasant 
domcslic situations. 

In Irutli. wo "each have our own ■ 
complex of work values, attllufles, 
needs, and desires. Moreover, these 
are likely lo change over time. 

For example, when Ted Kramer 
graduates from college he may want 
an exciting, sevcn-day-a-weck. 12- 
hour-a-day job — like managing a 
large advertising account. Bul 10 
years laler. Tijd might be a divorced, 
single parent who wants to work 
six-hours-a-day, tive-days-a-wcck in 
order lo spend more lime wllh his 
child. 

Or take Ted's wife. AI one stage in 
her life she may wish to pursue a 
career; later, she might wish lo 
combine having a family with having 
a job - an increasingly frequent 
desire In our brave new posl- 
Industriul world. 

Choice— and Coonict 
Indeed, ours is the first society ever 
to offer Us members such a choice 
about when, where, how. and with 
whom, and under whai condllions 
they will work. No sociely has ever 
been so affluent, so simultaneously 
committed lo equality and freedom, 
and so concerned ulth fairness for 
Individuals that it could or would 
seriously respond lo the real dif- 
ferences In their wants and needs. 

But as just and responsive as such a 
society may be. il Is also replete with 
anxiety and conflict. Choice creates 
discontent, for example, when wc 
-must choose betttTcrn twu good things,— 
such as work and family roles: or' 
when wc must cliooso between the 
security ot our current but unfultllllng 
job and the risks of mld-cnrecr 
change. 

In effect. American workers have . 
traded the routine and predictable 
pallcms of iradiiional worklitc for a 
dynamic world of change and choice. 
The tensions In this new world arc 
experienced .noLonly-by-lmllvlduflU_.. 
bul by Instilullons - workplaces, 
families schools — and the broader - 
sociely as well.

says Dr. Carolyn Papc Cowan, one of 
eight psychologists at the University 
of California studying the modern 
family. 

Although Ms. Cowan concedes that 
"the transition to (Irst-time parent- 
hood, can challenge the most caring 
couple relationship," she suggests 
that the key to successful adjustment 
from couple to family lies not with the 
new baby but with the couple's rela- 
tionship ticfore the child is born. 

"The most powerful predictor of 
adaptation to pregnancy, birth and to 
parenthood is the relationship be- 
tween the spouses," Ms. Cowan says. 
She notes that studies show that 
"those women with less troubled mar- 
ital relationships and more Involved 
husbands had more satisfying pre- 
gnancies, smoother labor and de- 
liveries, and more positive adopta- 
lions early In the course of 
motherhood." 



Much is still unknown, however, 
about how couples — not Just women 
- adapt successfully to family life. 
Most studies have focused only on new 
mothers and their children, ne- 
glecting fathers completely, 

But new research, conducted by the 
University of California group, scru- 
tinizes both partners, and suggests 
_ that successful metamorphosis from 
couple to family is an intricate pro- 
cess — one that intertwines partners' 
.self-esteem, roles within the new fam-- 
ily-unil-jind. the 



viewed by each other. 

Results of the study Indicate that 
even In two-career couples, men and 
women often shift toward more tradi- 
tional roles after the birth of their first 
child. But few couples anticipate the' 
change, which often leads to dissatis- 
faction for both partners. 

These and other findings were pres- 
ented by Ms. Cowan and her gol- 
ieagucs recently at the American 
Psychological Association's annual 
convention InLos Angeles. 

The researchers studied 75 couples 
who were having their first child. 
Participants entered the study during 
the last three months of their pre- 
gnancy and remained until their In- 
fants were six months old. Additional 
follow-ups will be made until the 
children are 18 months old.

- At random, 25 couples In the study 
were also asked to participate in 
Intervention groups. "For six months, 
during the end of pregnancy and the 
beginning ...months of parenthood, 
groups of four study couples and one 
researcher couple met weekly," Ms. 
Cowan says. "As babies were bom, 
they olso joined the groups." 

-Who - 
does what?," men and women In the 
study described how ]2common tasks 
were divided in three different areas 
of family life. Household manage- 
ment duties included cooking, clean- 
ing, providing Income far the family 
and doing repairs around the home.

family members and friends to social- 
ize. Baby care was also included, with 
cbuplcs first anticipating who would 
do what when the child was bom, and 
later rating how child care was actu- 
ally divided. 

For most couples, decision-making 
duties wei^ shored equally both 
before and after the baby was born. 
But the division of household lobor 
shifted for almost all couples to the' 
women forthe first few months, and 
thL'"amoun[ of child care periormed 
by each partner differed from predic- 
tions made before the infant was bom. 
"We found a decline from before to 
after parenthood in men's sharing of 
household tasks." says Dr. Harriet 
Curtis-Boles, another member of the 
research team. "And, we found less 
involvement by men In baby care than 
either they or their partners had 
anticipated during pregnancy." 

This shift was accompanied by sim- 
ilar changes in both -personal and 
jiiarital Eatlsfac^lonLMs, Curtis- Bole3__ 
reports. 

"Household role satisfaelfon de- 
clined." she says. "Satisfaction with 
baby care arrangements was less 
than anticipated and total satisfaction 
often showed a significant drop for 
both men and women." 

As one man put It, "We used to be a 
couple, now we seem like two 
partners on split child care shifts."

Tipping fact of life 

_Amer icans taki ng first joumey-abrQad 
worry about variations of old practice

One of the first things the American 
traveler icams is that lipping is as 
much a fact of life as death and taxes. 

"You should have seen all the 
waving palms," said a neighbor on his 
return from his first trip abroad. And 
he was talking about Europe, not the 
South Sea islands. 

"I was worried about whether I was 
ovcrilppingor undertipplng," he said. 
"1 never knew whether to give the big 
bill with a 5 on it or the tiny sliver coin 
-which sold 60.'' 

Who to tip,' and how much. Is a 
worrisome problem for most Ameri- 
cans making their first trip to foreign 
lands and confused by the almost 
daily fluctuations of the U.S. dollar on 
the worid's money markets, unfamil- 
iar currencies and local customs, 

And while seldom mentioned by 
travel agents or In travel brochures or 
advertisements, lips can add 20 per- 
cent and more to travel expenses — a 
tidy sum if hotel accommodations, 
food, entertainment and other costs 
ruri into several thousand dollars. 

No one knows' for sure how the 
practice began. The most popular 
version Is that it originated in isth 
century London pubs when wallers set 
out bowli marked "To Insure Prompt 



Service," the first tetters form the 
acronym TIPS, a word as familiar as 
"okay" is among non-English- 
speakers today. 

But things have changed. These 
days tips arc no longer a reward for 
prompt, efficient or courteous 
services. They are expected by virtu- 
ally everyone who pcrtorms some sort 
of service and whose income, in some 
cases, depends In'part or entirely on 
gratuities. 

Americans should have no problem 
if they travel on a package plan which 
stipulates in writing that all. or some, 
tips and-or service charges are in- 
cluded. 

— Tipplng-is-orflcially-frowned on In- 
China, Soviet Russia, Iceland and 
Tahiti. But even so. guides, In^' 
lerprclcrs, wallers and others have 
been known to accept "gifts." such as 
ballpoint pens, books, cigarettes and 

jeans. But be careful to avoid vio- 
lating any Inws. 

Elsewhere, there are no hard- 
and-fast rules, The practice varies 
from continent to continent, often 
from country to country and some- 
times from community to community 
In the same country. 

Consequently, Americans struggl- 
ing with unfamiliar currencies and 
local customs have a tendency to Up 
more than they should, or less, em-- 
barrassing themselves or offending 
the recipient. 



The traveler should check gov- 
ernment tourist offices, travel agents, 
airiincs and shipping companies 
before departure for information on 
tipping. Updated guide books also can 
prove helpful as do packets of foreign 
currency sold by banks and interna- 
tional moneydealers, 

A good ru]e■o^-th^thumb when in 
doubt is for the Americon to tip as he 
does at home; for instance IS to 20 
percent on restaurant checks, 50 cents 
to SI for hotel bellman and airport 
porters, 10 to JS percent of the fare for 
taxi driven). 

The tradition in European and other 
countries (and spreading In the U.S.) 
- Is to Include service charges on hotel 
and restaurant bills, ranging from 10 
to 20 percent. Out even then guests arc 
expected to round out the charge with 
small 'change for fkirtcrs. doormen, 
bellmen, chambermaids, bartenders, 
wallers, waitresses, etc. 

Hotel concierges, or hall porters, 
expect to be rewarded for extra 
services, such as obtaining hard-to- 
get reservations for the opera, and so 
does the matlrc d' and wine steward 
in restaurants. 

Always ask In advance whether 
service charges and-or taxes are in- 
cluded - some resturants carry 
notations on menus but In the local 
language which you may not read or 
speak. 

In many countries, taxes are In- 



cluded on hotel, restaurant and other 
bills. They should be deducted when 
figuringout bow much to tip. 

In most Asian countries, with the 
notable exception of China, hotels and 
restaurants usually add aervice 
charges, When "they " don't,- the 
practice is to tip between 10 and 20 
percent, depending on the type of 
establishment. Tipping cab drivers is 
not necessary in Japan, India and 
Singapore and optional In the Philip- 
pines and Thailand, 

Taxi drivers In Mexico City and 
Caracas do not have to be tipped 
either but handing out gratuities 
otherwise is an accepted custom 

throughout Latin America. — — 

Most of the better hotels and restau' 
rants In Africa include service 
charges on bills. Otherwise, tipping iB 
rare. 

Airiine cabin attendants and other 
crew should not be tipped. Neither 
should officers aboard cruise ships, 
although such service personnel as 
cabin and dining room stewards are, 
about $3 to M per person dally. 
Stewards onlong distance trains also 
should be tipped depending on their 
services. 

-Incidentally, veteran travelers - 
carry lots of coins and small bills for 
tipping — it's si^rising how few taxi 
drivers and others have change for 
aiiy thing bigger than a SI bill.

Old, new traditions 
jrnerge in powwow 
of Spokane Indians

i WELLPiNIT. Wash. (UPI) - As 
Jsmokc gently curled /rem the cluster 
;of tepees up through the towering 
•pines, it seemed as If Uw clodt bad 
-jb ec n-turnyl-badui.huiidned-yaarg-Qr- 
Imore. 

; Over the shoulder came a steady, 
;rtiythmlc Ijeat frtm a half-dozen 
•drums, pounding away In unison. 
; But lhe mood qulckiy changed when 
{a tccn-agcr strolled by wllb cotton 
fcandy In one hand and a cassette 
Irecorder In the other, on his way to 
jplay the latest video game at a nearby 
iyoulh center. ' 
; And the speaker system cracidcd 
{with word that a child wearing a 
jgrccn sweater and tennis shoes was 
I looking for his "lost" parents, 
j Old and new blended In a strange 
{sort of way on the Spokane Indian 
'Reservation as tribes frojn' 
(throughout the West gathered for the 
[ last big powwow of the year. 
; The Labor Day gathering had 
; special slgDlflcancc for members of 
' the Spokane Tribe, marking (he lOOth 
;- anniversary of their reservation. 

"Surviving 100 years of captivity" 
was how tribal manager Ctlff SiJohn 
Ucscnbcd it. but not bitterly. 

"It's a-veiy-poAtlve-8latemcnt -to- 
ssy wc have survived 100 years," 
•SUobn said. "We must do everything 
Ipossibie to remember who wc are, 
;and most Importantly, where" we are 
•going. •-■ 

. The Spoicanes were Joined in this 
Imost unique celebration by White 
;Moun(aln Apaciie from Ariiona, and 
pilppewa from Minnesota. From 
•closer to home came members of the 
Yakima, Colvillc and Nci Perce 
;tribcs. 

f They participated in round-t^ie- 
clotk stick games In the large, open- 
alr shelter, one team trying to guess . 
Jin which liand a member of the other 
;tcam held a short marked stick, all 
; the while chanting and pounding on 
'drums or anything ctsc that might be 
I handy. . 

' Like the eqiotlons, the stakes were 
always high, with plies of tio and $20 
bills going to the winners. 

"The songs are medicine songs and 
there's a tremendous psychological 
game going on," explained SiJohn. 
"The psychological and spiritual 
aspect arc important." 
;Othcrs Joined in the traditional war 
djinces. where tribal members of oil 
ages donned ceremonial dress and 
moved In a targe circle to the steady 



beat of drums. 

A "warrior" In fealhcrs and belts 
spun and 'weavcd In expert fashion 
througti the slowcrmovtaig dancers. 
-ftdiowed-bra-tioy~orslx'«'~8even'ln 
nearly Identical dress who imitated 
the moves of his elder as best he 
could. 

Not to be outdone was a local 
Catholic priest, himself In Indian garb 
and moving easily among Imal 



Outside, concessionaires offered 
traditional beads, furs and feathers 
for sale, and not so I'rodilional 
cheeseburgers and soda pop. „ 

The' popular food Item was an Indi- 
an taco — beans, cheese, lettuce and 
tomato plied generously on "fry. 
bread" — for sale from anywhere 
fWra $lJ0iol3rdqicnctingnalhestie. 

By' and large, It was a haf^y 
occasion, but SUohn took a moment to 
explain .the more serious, underlying 
reason for the gathering: 

"The tribal council ha; expressed 
time and time again to our own people 
that this is a celebration of surviving a 
worid of captivity, and that we will be 
captive for the rest of our lives," be 
said. 

— "Not that wc ourconquered,'bul we" 
arc a captive people." 

On the other hand, SiJohn took a 
certain amounl'of pride in the self- 
reliance of his tribe, which hos gained 
a measure of success in recent years 
with such commercial ventures as 
uranium mining and logging. 

"We're not saying.lhis reservation 
Is filled with success stories, or oil our 
socio^iconomlc problems are solved," 
SiJohn said. 

"But what is important, the 
Spokane Tribe has never been the 
'hang around the fort' type of Indian. 
We have always met our prtMcms 
head on." 

Later In the evening, SUohn served 
as master of ceremonies at the war 
dancing, at ease behind the 
microphone as he explained to visi- 
tors the meaning of what Uiey were 
seeing. 

"Help us celcbr&tc that wc arc 
alive," declared SUohn. himself In 
Indian dress, "not bccauK of the 
American dollar but because of our 

traditions and our culture." 

SiJohn paused for a moment, 
perhaps to let the full meaning of his 
words settle on those In the hall. 

"We'll dance Into the night because 
It's a good night to be alive."

Channel changes 

SmuceMmue survei) shows vieweK^m^ strongly upset

TWIN FALLS - Most of the 26 houses on Spruce Avenue 
have neatly trimmed lawns and medium to hlRh mcdium 
price tags. 

The street, which stretches four blocks (rem Blue Ukcs 
BouJevanI North across from the Blue Lakes Malt to 
Locust Street across from Twin Falls High School. Is 
home to a mixture ol young families, families wjth 
teen-aged or grown children and retired persons. 

U the street where these people live U typical. 11 can 
shed some light on the protests surrounding the program 
changes planned for this wccic by Magic Valley 
Cabtcvlslon. Interviews there lasi week indicate that 
many people are not sure how the changes will affect what 
they see, and that most people are neither strongly 
excited nor upset by the prospect of the change. " 

This Thursday. Cablevlslon will twgln o/ferlng a new 
package of channels lo lis I3,ooo subscribers In Twin 
Falls, Filer, Klmberly, Hansen, Jerome. Wendell and 
Gooding. The three Sail Lake City network affiliates and 
the Salt Ukfe City Public Broadcasting System station, 
which have been broadcast In Twin Fails via cable for up 
lo 20 years, will be dropped. They will be replaced by 
stations from Boise. 

Viewers still will sec all programs broadcast by PBS 
and the three neluvrte, In addition, Cablevlslon is adding 
a 24-hour news station, a 24-hour sports station and a . 
station offering children's programs hy day and cultural 
programs by nIfUil. 



For a number of legal and financial reasons 
Cablevlsicn officials said, these additional services could 
not be offered unless all Salt Uke City stations were 
dropped. 

Because of the change, viewers will lose news shows 
from Salt Lake City, syndicated pro-ams those stations 
carry, such as reruns of "Happy Days," and other locah 
programming. 

The program changes, announced about a month ago, 
have stirred loud protests from people who do not want to' 
lose the Salt Lake City stations. However, whether those 
protests come from a vocal minority or signal a major 
miscalculation by Cablevlslon has been unclear. 

Gene Ritnour, the Cablevlslon area manager, said there 
have been fewer protests than the company expected. The 
company is "changing 20 years of historical viewing 
habits," he said, yet only a small perecntage of sub- 
scribers have protested, The company- has received about 
■ leo letters of protral and petitions signed by about 95 
people. Ritnour said,

TWIN FALLS - King Broadcasting 
Co.. which owns Magic Valley 
Cablevlslon end Boise television sta- 
tion KTVB,lu5 applied for a license to 
start a tow-power television station 
here. 

The King application to put a tow- 
power station on Channel S was filed 
earlier this month. The Sealllo^iBscd 
company also filed an application for 
a low-power station in Belliogham, 
Wash. 

At the same time, King may file a 
protest against an application for a 
low-power station In Twin Falls on 
Channel 4. 

Gene Rllnour, the Cablevision area 
manager, said the company may 



protest because the signal on Channel

Cablevision receivers pick up the 
Boise PBS station for rebroadcast to 
customers here, but the equipment 
would be unable lo distinguish be- 
tween the two conflicting signals, 
Ritnour said.

discovery. 

Idaho Gov. John Evans In a meeting with 
three other Ovcrthrust Belt governors earlier 
this month protested the association's an- 
nouncement that it intends to disband in 1982 



and pull out of Evanslon, Wyo.. where the 
Industry group has awarded grants to county 
and city programs lo help ease the Impacts of 
rapid growth caused by oil and gas devel- 
opment. 

But Murphy told United Press International 
during a visit to Boise that he has assured the 
governor the association would consider 
.staying alive if exploration In Idaho Is suc- 
cessful. 

And George F. Blankcnshlp - who repre- 
sents a Boulder, Colo., consulting firm hired 
by Ihe association to conduct social and 
economic studies In Wyoming - said his firm 
will monitor the status of exploraikin in Idaho 



lo keep abreast of developments. 

"If it looks like It will be moving from Ihe 
exploration stage to the-development stage, 
there will be lead time" to decide what role 
the assoclalhin will play In Idaho, be said.

Blase placed his 43 yean of experience as a 
shipper agahist an Inqxctor who he fell acted 
arbitrarily and refused b admit be had made a 

mistake. 

Two^ot (jie three trucUoads of disputed potatoes 
arrived at their destinations, were accepted by 
buyers as U.S. No. i s and sold with no complainla. 
Blase said. 

But a third load was intercepted by U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture Inspectors in Virginia. The 
potatoes were rebispect«d. and the inspection 
again showed tbey did not measure up to U.S. No -I 
standards. 

Curiously, tuwever, the coodlllon of the potatoes 
improved during the IMay trip east, according to 



copies of the inspection reports that Blase supplied 
to Ihe Times-News. Such improvement during 
shipping is nothing short of a miracle. Blase said 
and it suggests that the potatoes may have been In 
N0.-I condition when they left Paul, 

Last spring, he pleaded no contest to charges that 
be shipped the potatoes without the proper inspec- 
tion certificate and was fined $200. But federal 
officials also charged Blase with a more serious 
misbranding violation and asked that his shipping 
license be suspended for 90 days. Officials said they 
treated Blase severely because-hls was a willful 
violation. 

Tom Wolp, a USDA misbranding investigator In 
Los Angeles, explained Just how seriously the Blase 
case was viewed by federal officials. During 1980, 
he said, the USDA filed 30Q misbranding charges. 
Officials souglit to have a shipping license sus- 
pended or revoked, the most stringcol penalty 
allowed In such cases, just four times, he said.

Barker seeks 
Deep Creek 
power right 

BUHL - Slate Sen. John Barker. 
R-Buhl, has applied for a falling water 
right to generate 250 kilowatts of 
electricity on Deep Cncl lo western 
Twin Falls County. 

Barker said Thursday that the site 
has been In his family for two genera- 
tions, but It was not economically 
feasible until Congress and the Idaho 
Public Utilities Commission adopted 
new rules and rates to encourage 
small power production. 

Water for tiic project would be 
diverted from Deep Creek into a 
half-mlle-Iong open ditch and re- 
lumed to the creek through turbines 
and a steel penstock, according to an 
application published this week by the 
Department of Water Resources. 

Barker said t>e had not discussed 
the project with Idaho Power Co. yet, 
but a major power line owned by the 
firm passes within a quarter mile of 
the property. 

Both the diversion dam and the 
point of use wouid be on the Barker 
ranch, he said. Flows to downstream 
irrigators would be unaffected by the 
project. 

Deep Creek is fed by natural flows, 
, by seepage tunnels draining nearby 
farm land and by excess flows from 
the Twin Fails Canal Co.'s Lowiine 
Canal, Barker said. 

According to ttie application filed 
with the DWR, the project would 
generate an estimated 1.08 million 
kilowatt-hours a year. Barker said the 
vertical drop through the turbine 
would be 45 feet.

Council head plugs away 



WASHINGTON (UPI) - Murray L. 
Weldenbaum, chairman of the 
Council of Economic Advisers, told 
Congress Friday- interest , rates will 
come down quicker If Congress 
strongly supports President Reagan's 
latest budget culling proposals. 

Weldenbaum was the first ad- 
ministration official to face congres- 
sional questioning following Reagan's 
■ televised speech Thursday night. 

He appeared at a hearing o( Con- 
gress' Joint Economic -Commlltee.- 
-attendcd by only two members, both 
Democrats: Rep." Henry Reuss of 
Wisconsin, and Sen. Paul Sarbanes of 
Maryland. 

Reuss set the tone by describing 
Reagan's overall budget cuts in the 
- program as "wrong-headed" and his 
recently enacted tax cut as "111- 
conceivedi" — 

Reuss reminded Weldenbaum that 
In Febuary, appearing before the 
same committee, he testified If the 



Reagan proposals were enacted in- 
terest rates would fall and the stock 
market would rise. They haven't. 
Reuss said, and asked, "What went 
wrong?" 

Weldenbaum replied that while 
Congress made "unparalleled" 
budget reductions at the time, It was 
$15 billion short of cuts the ad- 
ministrationsouglit. 

"You didn't go all the way." 
Weldenbaum said, 

He said sliurl-lcrm Interest rates 
recently have begun to decline and 
are expected to continue generally 
downward. 

"They will come down sooner," 
Weldenbaum said, "lo the extent thai 
Congress signals to the financial 
markets -its slrong-support-of-the- 
rcductlons In budget deficits (con- 
tained in Reagan's latest proposals. )" 

Weldenbaum also made these 
points:" 

•"Programs in the social safety net 



will continue to get a rising share pf 
the budget In this administration." 

But, said Weldenbaum, "We need to 
distinguish between a compassionate 
. heart and a clear mind." The ad- 
mlnstratlon wants to end government' 
subsidies for those who don't need 
them. For example, he said, he was 
"astounded" to learn he has been 
subsidized for school lunches for his 
own children all during their school- 
inu.- 

•The fldminstration must beef.up 
national defense t)ccause the previous 
administration, while drafting a large 
defense budge,' didn't provide the 
money. It was like "the gentleman 
who leaves a million dollars to each of 
-his heirs but no money in the bank." 

•It Is still "premature" to judge the 
success or failurc of the prcsident's 
economic program since many of its 
provisions do not even start until Oct. 
I and others until much later.

But while mosl coin 
dealers are honest (to use just one 
collectible as an example) there are 
many fringe operators. And unless 
you are a no-nonsense expert, the 
odds are that some other coin col-

Pipe accidents take 3 lives li^ 



MOSCOW (UPI) - Three people 
died and two were injured this year In 
Idaho when the Irrlgallon pipe they 
were carrying touched overhead 
power lines, a University of Idaho 
Cooperative Extension Service safety 
specialist says. 

Thomas Karsky said the combina- 
tion of wet ground, non-lnsulatcd 
high-voltage power lines and alumi- 
num pipe — an excellent conductor of 
electricity — is deadly. 

Karsky said accidents often occur 
when wind catches the pipe as it is 



iKlng moved and whips It against the 
line, or when a pipe Is being tipped lo 
clear out gravel or rodents and ac- 
cidentally touches overhead wires. 

He recommended that farm 
workers always look up when moving 
pipe to make sure Iherc are no power 
lines overhead. They also should 
allow l'^ to 2 limes the pipe length 
away from power lines when upend-' 
ing pipes to tip out gniwi or pests. 

Pipes should be stored in locations 
where no overhead power lines arc 
localed.hesaid. 



CHICAGO (UPI) - International 
Harvester Co., faced with huge 
Operating losses, has reached 
agreement in principle with eight 
advisory banks on revised terms Tor' 
Its debt restructuring, program, the 
company said Friday. 

Details have txMin sent to the banks 
and a meeting was scheduled for next 
Wednesday to discuss the terms of the 
proposal.

The revised agreement calls for 
term loans ttnlurlng Dec. 15, I38J, of 
about 51.5 billion lo International 
Harvcstor and about $l.S billion to 
International HarvesterCrcdit Cwp. 

The new loans, which replace out- 
standing short-term loans, carry a 
maximum 16 percent Interest for IH 
and 11 percent for its credit sub- 
sidiary. 

They also provide rights to 
purchase IH common stock at SiO a 
share for up to a maximum of 4.4 
million shares.

Provisions of the loans prohibit 
Harvester from paying common stock 
dividends during the life of the 
agreement. Preferred dividends also 
will be omitted during the period. 

The agreement also provides col- 
lateral ol fixed properties of IH and 
certain other assets, but does not 
include inventories and receivables of 
the parent company. 

The term loan-to thc-credlt cor- 
poration will be secured by its receiv- 
ables that are not sold under the 
proposed $750 million standby receiv- 
ables Sales agreement which will 
form part of the financing package. 



"While working toward the re- 
structuring of our financing, the 
company has continued to meet many ' 
of its principal Internal objectives," 
IH Chalnnan Archlo R, McCordeli - 
said. "Key product market shares 
have been maintained or Improved, 
inventory reduction goaJs have been 
exceeded and the company's program 
to introduce 51 new products this year 
is on target."

The flies were found Thursday af- 
ternoon in and around Jhe Pan Ameri: 
can World Almays ^nnlnoirbrlnglng" 
the two-day total to 21 - all appar- 
ently sterile. 

Officials said they expected to find 
' more tiles In the facility, but they 
discounted the threat of a new in* 
fcstatlon. 

Harold Daniels, an uslstant chief 
deputy agricultural commissioner, 
said the 17 files were coated with a 
dye used by laboratories to marit 
sterile fruit fly. 

Daniels said the flics "almost cer- 
tainly" escaped from a cylinder 
transporting sterilized fly pupae from 
Hawaii to Guatamala. 

"All of the catches apparently cen- 
tered around a shipment of sterile 
Medflics .being traii^rtcd from a 
laboratory In Hawaii lo Guatemala," 
he said. 

"As a pest risk, It doesn't mean a 
thing." 

Tests on (he four files found Wed* 
hesday confirmed they were sterile. 
Paul Engler, Los Angeles County 
agricultural commlsaiODcr, said -he 
had 00 doubt (he rest of Uie flics are 
also sterile but said le^ WHild be 
performed to confirm the Initial find' 
'ngs. 

"We have no plans to do any chemi- 
cal spraying at the airport," tie said. 
"The flics arc sterile IhroughQut. 
There's no need to kill them." 

To prevent more such accidents, 
airport officials said they would ro- 
qufre sturdier containers and 
personal escorts during plane 
transfers of future shipments. 

Meanwhile, Uie Mrffly Eradication 
Project Headquarters In Los Altoe 
reported Thursday thai nearly 1,000 
gallons of the pesticide being qirayed 
ni^Uy over ports of NottlKm and 
Central California spilled when two 
trucks collided In a Callfoniia De- 
partment of Troi^xnlatkm yard tn 
Cupertino.

CHICAGO (UPI) - Intemallonal 
Harvester Co., faced with huge 
operating losses, has reached 
agreement In principle with eight 
advisory banlu on revised terms for 
Its debt restructuring program, the 
company said Friday. 

Details have been sent lo the banks 
and a meeting was scheduled for next 
Wednesday to discuss Uie terms of the 
proposal. Other meetings are planned 
with Harvester's other institutional 
lenders to obtain their approval. 

The revised agreement calls for 
term loans maturing Dec. IS, 1983, of 
about Sl.S billion to International 
Harvester and about J1.9 billion to 
International Harvester Credit Corp. 

The new loans, which replace out- 
standing shorf-lerm loans, carry a 
maximum I6 percent interest far IH 
and II percent for Its credit sub- 
sidiary, 

They also provide rights to 
purchase IH common stock at SIO a 
share for up to a maximum of AA 
million shares. 

Based on interest rates now, in effect 



the new . agreement would mean a 
cash savings on floating rate debt of 
S20 million a month, James C. Cotting, 
■IH senior vice president of finance 
and plannfng. said. Interest expense 
currently Is about $S5 million a month, 
he said. 

Provifijons of the Joans prohibit 
Harvester (rem paying common stock 
dividends during Ihe life of the 
agreement. Preferred dividends also 
will be omitted during the period. 

The agreement also provides col- 
lateral of fixed propcHles of IH and 
ccriain other asscla, but does not 
Include inventories and receivables of 
the parent company. 

The term loan lo the credit cor- 
poration will be secured by its receiv- 
ables that arc not sold under the 
proposed J750 million standby receiv- 
ables sales agreement which will 
form part of the financing package,

ITic Department of Agriculture says organlcjarming is th e 

;;;pnHluctlon of rood tlial avoias or largely excludes the "use of 
synthetically compounded fertilizers, pesllcldes. Rrowlli re- 
gulatorsand livestock feed additives. 
. , That Is a pretty fair dcfinlllon, but 11 still leaves room for 
doubt about the purity of the foods in question. 

For one thing, pesticide residues sometime show up in foods 
..to which there has been no application of such chemicals. 

For example. In 1978, when researchers al Wayne Siaic and 
.Michigan Stale universities bought 10 brands of bread ihalf 
from licnllh food slorcs and half from siiptTmarkds) tliey 
found nil 10 samplescontainedtracL'sof pesticide residue. 

A 1979 analysis of organlc.lettuce bouglit at six San Francisco 
health food stores showed that five oMhe six samples contained 
pesticide residues. In one case, the level was hlgjier In the 



organic lettuce than In letluce bought at a supermarket. 

The presence of such residue does ncft mean consumers arc 
being deliberately misled. The Agriculture Department K.iys 
produce may contain residues because some chemicals remain 
in the soli foryears after applications arc stopped. 

And fresh reslduc_may.bc carried to "organic" farm (icldrin- 
sprays, dust, wind, and rainfall runoff from adjacenl farms. 

Even allowing for such accidental residue, consumers would 
like to be assured that food tabled organic is actually growii 
according to some accepted organic standards. And there have 
been efforts to establish_prlvatei ;t[id^PUblic_ccrlificatlon^ 
piT3grams. ■ 

One of Ihe first efforts was made by Robert Rodale, who In 
1941 pioneered American adoption of organic farming practices 
patterned after those In Great Britain. 

In the early 1970s. Rodale began a program for certifying 
organic food. It invi^vcd soil analysis of plots owned bv farriiers 
seeking certification plus guidance on how to maintain good 
soil, weed, and pest control programs and plans for avoiding 
possible contamination by pesticides from neighiwring fields. 

That program ended In 197J. bul did sol standards for several 
current programs. ' , 

There have been attempts to pass federal legislation on 
organic foods, but so far none has succeeded, 

In 197-1, the Federal Trade Commission considered selling 



criteria for advertising foods as organic, but dropped the idea 
lifter receiving a slalf report suggesting it would be difficult, it 
not imposslbic.Ioontorce. 

Althougli no nalional standanis exist. Oregon" California and 
Maine have passed legislalion'settlng standards for (owls Ihal 
"annidveniscdorlabciea-arorgnnte. 

Oregon, the pioneer in ihe area, has provided a model tor 
many prtvate farming organizations. 

The Oregon rules define organically grown food as lhal which 
has been grown without being subjected to pesllcldes, svnihelic 
_tertilizcrs-or-olhor-synlhelic-clieinlcalrt-in-soil-in-whidi-the- 
humus-and-or. mineral content is increased only bv the 
application of natural mineral ferliliEcrs or other natural 
matter. 

The rule recognizes lhal pesticides can hnger in Ihe soil for 
years or drift over from ncigliborlng farms. II permits produce 
to bo labeled organic everi Ihougli ii may contain up to K) 
percent of the Food and Drug Admlnislrallon's maximum 
allowable pesticide residue. 

The Oregon rule also provides for organic meal animals, 
milk, chfese. and eggs. II defines organic meal animals as 
those produced in a areas secured to restrlcl unconlrolled 
movement, where grniises, feeds and w^ilcr supplies an- free 
from inlentional application of pesiicnles or oiher svnitieiic 
chemicals, „ '

CALGAIIV, Alberta - The light 
airplane has become as essential for 
today's progressive farmer as a 
tractor or good weather. 

A flying fanner can scout for lost 
cattle on a ranch, check diseased 
crops with a single swoop or fly to 
other farming communities the 
airlines bypass. 

"An airplane is as handy as a 
pickup." said Deljne Fry. president 
of the u.aoo-mcmber International 
Flying Farmers, which held Its :iClh 
annual convention here. 

"It's a fast and efficient form of 
transportation, and farmers have lo 
be efficient these days lo stay in 
business." 

Should a combine break down in the 
middle of harvesting, a flying farmer 
_can_whecl-hls.passenger-plane out of 
his hangar, taxi down his small 
airstrip, fly inio town and be back 
with the needed part in a quarter of 
the time a truclt would take. 
— "Saving-an liour and a half and 



getting the crop in today could save 
you $IO,QO0 If the weather turned bad 
and you couldn't get it in tomorrow," 
said Fry, a farmer from tlillsboro. 
Ore, ' 

Getting airborne is, something the 
modern farmer can easily afford. Fry 
said, A used llglit aircraft costs as 
little as $3,500 while a faficier plane 
has a price tag similar lo Iliaf of a 
bottom-line combine. 

And the cost of flying a small plane 
is about the same us driving a mid- 
sized car and cheaper than flying by 
airtine.hesald. 

Hesldes being progressive, flying 
fanners see themselves as a unique 
breed. 

"There's something special about 
flying farmers." said another en- 
thusiast. "A lot of it seems lo be 
having a good posilivo outlook on life. 
People Involved in aviation as a uhute 
are like that."

Daniels said the flies "almost ce^ 
talnly" escaped from a ^cylinder 
transporting sterilized fly pupae from 
Hawaii loGuatamala. 

"All of the catches apparently cen- 
tered around a shipment of sterile. 
Mcdfllcs being transported from a 
laboratory in Hawaii to Guatemala," 
he said. 

"As a pest risk, it doesn't mean a 
thing." . ■ 
— -Tests on the four flies found Wed- 
nesday confirmed Ibey were sterile. 
Paul Engler, Los Angeles County 
agricultural 'commUsloncr, said he 
had no douhl the real of the files are .

Ray said giving states more flexi- 
bility to use part of the $190 million 
, earmarked for the agriculture con- 
servation program would be "consis- 
tent with Ronald Reagan's policy." 

Block has proposed that $52 milllDn 
of the S190 million be given to states on 
block grants for soil conservation 
activity, with another $13 million in 
Special bonus money as a special

Currently the $190 million Is de- 
signed for use in a 7S-25 federal- 
farmer matching basis for soli con- 
servation activity. 

In a separate letter to President 
Iteagan, Ray said revision of the 
-national soil conservation effort "is 
lone overdu e." 



He expressed two caveats about 
• Block's proposals: 

•"It is important that stales be 
granted a great deal of flexibility in 
the matching funds program so that 
— Ihey can use those funds to provide 
low-Income loans to farmers who need 
them. 

•"The funding levels prt^ioscd by 

USDA show no increase from those of 

lost year, and there Is a posslblllty of 
a substantial reduction. Soil con- 
servation Is a growing problem and 
deserves priority treatment during 
thcbudgct process." 

Nevertheless, the govemdr said 
Block's proposal "Is largely consis- 
tent" with the governors' associa- 
tion's policy on soli conservation. 

Ray urged Reagan to support 
Block's approach and pledged his 
commitment lo gain passage in Con- 
gress. 

The special task force was created 
ot the association's annual meeting 
recently in Atlantic City. In addition 
to Ray, others named to the task force 
are Govs. James Hunt of North 
Carolina, Charles Thonc of Nebraska, 
Ed Herschlcr of Wyoming, and John

New course deeds with special needs of teenage mothers

■ TWIN FALLS - She's 17 and her 
story is a familiar one. 

"i was going to gel married. In the 
meantime. I got pregnant. And then il 
didn't workout," 

Judy, (not tier real name), chose to 
have her baby and give il up for 
adoption, an experience she describes 
as "like going through a death," 

"Can I tiold her?" she asks Amy. a 
15-ycar-old. who found herself in ihc 
same situation as Judy, Amy had 
made a different decision; she mar- 
ried her 18-year-old boyfriend and will 
keep the child. 

She hands tier baby over to Judy, 
and ttic girl cuddles her, cooing at tlie 
tiny (ace. 

Both girls recenUy went through o 
special prenatal course geared for 
teenagers at Magic Valley Memorial 
Hospital. Oddly enough. Ihe two had 
their babies within hours of each 
other. 

The course attends to the special 
needs of the teenage mother, from 
nutritional counseling to training In 
breathing ' techniques to emotional 
support. 

The course follows the same curric- 
ulum as the liospllal'sotherchildbirlh 
courts, but it features smaller 



classes and more personalized in- 
struction. 

It is meant for girls In their sixth to 
seventh month of pregnancy. There is 
no charge lor Ihe eight-wee li course. 

Judy, interviewed at«ut a week 
alter she had her child and bade it 
goodbye, seem tired but positive 
about her ctioice. She knows she made 
the best decision both for herself and 
for her baby. 

Like some young people, stic had 
been using a "rhythm" system, wat- 
ching the calendar and her body 
signs. But "I got thrown off tor a few 
days. 

"1 would say you should not do that 
unless you're prepared for raising a 
baby." shesays, - 

When she discovered she was pre- 
gnant, she did not consider abortion, 
■"because I am a Christian; I believe 
life starts at conception." 

At first, she fanlasiicd aljout rais- 
ing the bjiby. but "1 never ttiought 
further than the baby stage. ' ' 

Pressure mounted on her lo make 
different decisions. Her boyfriend 
wanted her to let him and his relatives 
adopt it. Tiie people In her church 
were supportive, but some, she ad- 
mits, were "oversupportivc: 'Wtiy 
don't you keep il? Why not gel mar- 
ried. Why not do this?'" 

Still. sliL' says, no one eonUemiied 
her for ihepregnancy itself. 



She found the MVMH course both 
informative and supportive. She 
learned about changes occurring 
within her and how to prepare for 
delivery. She learned relaxation and 
breathing techniques thai would help 
her during labor. She only skipped the 
sessions dealing with child care. 

Most class mcmtxrs had not 
planned their pregnancy, and ihe 
course also allowed for discussions on 
the options available to ihc girls. 

Class members arc required to 
have "coaches," persons who help 
girls learn breathing techniques and 
who will be present during the birth 
process. 

In the regular childbirth classes, 
husbands usually act as coaches. In 
the teenage class, mothers, 
boyfriends or girlfriends can perform 
this role. The hospital will provide a 
coach If the girl docs not have one, 

Judy particularly appreciated the 
breathing techniques drilled into her 
merjiory. She was in labor 14 hours 
adQJ'k it ^i^nSb- "cr remain In 
command of the situation, while 
"there was a lady next to mc 
screaming," 

"Labor's gonna hurt no matter 
what you do," she says, "But if you
